word from the Minneapolis Journal 
that her manuscrip t on " M a rth a Ann 
Bronson and Her Antiques” has been 
accepted for publication in an early 
Sunday edition of that paper. 
Tile 
article is a descriptive w riting pic­ 
turing the quaint home of Mrs. Bron­ 
son, at Merrifield, together with the 
m any interesting tilings to be foun I 
in it. 
Miss McColl began her work on 
this article last summer while spend­ 
ing a vacation at the Wigwam, at 
Merrifield, where Mrs. Bronson lives. 
In the days she spent there she r u m ­ 
maged around iii the cupboards ot 
old china, the chests of old clothes, 
and studied the relics of long-past 
days. 
The owner of these antiques. Mrs. 
M. A. Bronson, is a direct descendant 
of John Alden and Priscilla, im m or­ 
talized by Longfellow in "The Court­ 
ship of'Miles Standish.” 
Mrs. Bron­ 
son has a record book of the line of 
descent, which shows that 300 years 
and 
ten 
generations 
lie 
between 
those illustrious ancestors and her­ 
self. 
Mrs. Bronson is in her middle six­ 
ties, yet she came, with true pioneer 
spirit, to 
northern 
Minnesota 
and 
changed 
th e 
"ramshackle, 
non-dc- 
script building used as a stopping 
place for lumbermen and tile like 
into a quaintly pleasing hostelry. ’ 
Her place, which she calls the " W ig ­ 
w am .” stands on 
the east end of 
Long Lake, near Merrifield, and is a 
homelike resort. 
Among th e treasures of the place 
are many pieces of Wedgwood, Spoils 
and Coalport chinaware, with plates 
and a p latte r iii the famous "W il­ 
low" pattern. 
The old black w alnut clock, ten 
feet high, still ticks away as of old, 
its pendulum moving in stately m a n ­ 
ner back and forth for all its nine 
pounds of weight. 
T h e fireplace in 
the living room is surrounded by old 
Colonial heirlooms, with candlesticks 
predominating. 
A well worn scabbard hangs near

The Romancb of Corn 


CARRY BUTTERMILK 
IN SEPARATE CAN 


“ Sour, moldy, and off flavor cream 
can often he traced to the practice of 
carrying 
buttermilk 
in 
cream cans 
from the creamery to lite home,'* says 
Harold Macy of the division of dairy 
husbandry, University of Minnesota. 
Cream cans, he believes, si gut Id be used 
only for tile transportation of cream, 
Air. Macy says: 
“ With the facilities available at the 
average creamery, it is a difficult (ask 
at best to clean and sterilize the 
cream cans properly. 
The process is 
much more difficult where the butter­ 
milk is transported in the cans. 
“ It is exceedingly hard to keep the 
buttermilk tank in such condition that 
the product does not sour or decom­ 
pose, particularly' in the flush of tile 
summer season. 
Such k-attermilk lins 
a high bacterial arid moldy content of 
many 
undesirable types which con­ 
taminate tile cream so badly that one 
cannot expect to get a good product 
from tile patron who fails to wash or 
sterilize 
his 
cans 
after 
they 
are 
emptied. 
“On many* farms the cream can never 
receive tile attention which it deserves. 
Many times the buttermilk is simply 
poured into tin1 barrel iii the hog pen 
and the can rinsed out in cold water. 
In this condition the can remains until 
it is stuck under the separator spout. 
This sort of thing goes on from day to 
day, so that one marvels that much of 
the cream is as good as it. is. 
“Tho best way to solve tile butter­ 
milk problem is to contract with the in­ 
dividual for the whole batch. 
This 
takes it off the operator's hands and 
makes cream grading much easier. The 
powdering of the sweet cream butter­ 
milk is also another outlet and often 
ver.v profitable. 
If the fanners insist 
upon having their buttermilk, it is 
well for tile operator to influence bis 
board to require tile use of other cans 
for the purpose. 
“ Eliminate this practice of placing 
buttermilk in cream cans and creamery 
operators will be one more long stop 
nearer tho standard which they wish 
to reach—ail first-class cream.”

ORE than any other vegetable, 
corn lias a history so pictur- 
^ 
esque as to invest it with some­ 
thing very like romance. 
Corn was 
probably used as a food, in the western 
hemisphere, by the civilization which 
antedated the Red Man. 
Certainly it 
was eaten by the Indians for cen­ 
turies before the advent of Columbus. 
It is native to South America, prob­ 
ably 
originating 
in 
the 
Peruvian 
Andes, like the tomato and the potato. 
Leaving this “ancient history” of 
corn, we find it saving the lives of 
the Pilgrims, during the hard win­ 
ter which followed their landing on 
Plymouth Rock. 
The brave adven­ 
turers were both hungry and cold, and 
many died- They first discovered coni 
in 
baskets 
hidden 
around 
Indian 
graves, but knew nothing about its use 
until an Indian entered their village, 
bringing com as a peace-offering. Ile 
taught the Pilgrims how to raise and 
cook it, and they quickly discovered 
many palatable ways of preparing it. 
They boiled it and ate it on the cob, 
and this has been a popular Yankee 
dish, ever since. 
Americans abroad 
have been known to send all the way 
from Europe to the United States 
for a few ears of corn. The Pilgrims 
aho learned to cut it off the cob and 
mix 
it with beans, Indian-fashion, 
making the delicious succotash which 
is still a favorite dish in this country. 
With the meal made from com they 
wade mush, com -bread and the fa­ 


mous New England “hasty pudding.” 
In the Southern states, com-bread 
long ago became practically “the staff 
of life” to countless numbers of peo­ 
ple. 
So it is small wonder that we are 
regarded as a corn-fed nation, or that 
corn should be rated among vegetables 
as ‘‘one hundred per cent American.” 
In the few European countries whet* 
it is raised, it has not yet been 
accepted as a table food, but is 
used for cattle or stock. 
There is 
however, one other continent where 
corn is appreciated, and that is Africa. 
There 
the 
native 
tribes 
call 
it 
“mealie,” and use large quantities of 
it as their daily food. 
But it is in 
the United States that the greatest 
corn crops in the world are raised and 
eaten. 
It is but natural that the New 
Englander, who was the first while 
man to appreciate corn, should invent 
the first process for canning it. 
For, 
while the preserving process was ac­ 
tually discovered in France, by Nich­ 
olas Appert, more than a hundred 
years ago, corn was not among tile 
foods which he put up in his glass 
bottles. 
Probably he knew nothing 
about this American product. 
It was 
Isaac Winslow, a Maine sailor, who 
packed the first canned corn in 1839. 
It was doubtless on a visit to France, 
during one of his voyages, that he 
learned how food was put up by Ap­ 
petit method, so that it would keep 
for years and could be carried around 


the world. 
This naturally appealed 
to the sailor who knew th> honors 
of scurvy, caused by the lack ot cor 
tain vegetables, and the monotony ut 
a diet of ' salt-horse" anil st a biscuits. 
So he began his experiments with 
corn, and eventually succeeded alter 
fifteen years of discouraging failures 
His process is still generally in use 
by present-day canners. 
There are several ways of prepar­ 
ing corn for coming. 
'Hie chief 
among these are known as “ Maine 
style” and “ Maryland style.” 
By the 
former method, only the t ps of tile 
kernels are cut off. 
The rest 
iv 
scraped off, making a creamy mixture, 
and leaving most of the hull on the 
cob. Other states besides Maine have 
now adopted tins style. Tu Maryland, 
a type known as “shoe peg” rom he- 
been cultivated, and the “ Maryland 
style” process consists in cutting off 
the kernel close to the cob, so its milk 
will not escape, the cutting being done 
entirely by hand. 
Ever since Colonial days, corn has 
been a favorite with the housewife, 
because it can be served in so many 
appetizing ways and in such palatable 
combinations with other foods. 
And, 
since it is put up in convenient, ready- 
to-serve form, she uses it all the yrar 
‘round. 
In American families, this 
“one hundred per cent American” 
vegetable has become, in one form or 
another, a staple item of the every­ 
day diet

Improvement of Flavor 
and Quality of Butter 
M. Mortenspu of the Iowa experi­ 
ment station made a comparison “of 
the effect of the pasteurization tem­ 
perature and acidity of sour cream on 
the flavor and keeping quality of but­ 
ter made from cream; samples of 
erearn were pasteurized at 145 degrees 
F ahrenheit for RO minutes anil at 170 
degrees and I-SO degrees for 20 min­ 
utes. 
The butter was scored on ar­ 
rival at the market and after from 2 
to D months’ storage atO degree. 
Tile results of IT comparisons indi­ 
cated that a pasteurization tempera­ 
ture of ITO degrees produced a siig;?t- 
ly superior product to that resulting 
when the cream was pasteurized at 
145 degrees; but batter pasteurized at 
the higher temperature did tot ap­ 
pear to keep as well over a nine 
month-’ 
st■>[•: .>» period. 
Pasteuriza­ 
tion at 1*o degrees did not give quite 
as satisfactory results as at 170 de­ 
grees iii nine experiments. 
The neutralization of sour cream was 
also found to Improve the quality and 
reduce tile amount o f deterioriation 
occurring in the hotter.

HORNSBY A PERFECT GENTLEMAN

New York, Feb. IS. During baseball’s recent social 
week here, on e 
guest at the Baseball W riters’ dinners and the National 
league's golden 
jubilee celebration created almost general comment. 
He didn’t do anything to make himself conspicuous or to even draw 
attention to himself. 
He didn’t edge into the spotlight and he didn’t do any­ 
thing that a perfect gentleman wouldn’t do. 
He just sat there at the festive 
boards. 
“This 
is tile first time f ever saw Hornsby at one of these dinners,” a 
prominent player, who is a regular guest at these social functions, remarked. 
And it was the first time that hundreds present h^d ever seen the genial 
Rogers Hornsby, manager of the St. Louis Cardinals, out of his baseball 
< lollies. 
Hornsby Is naturally of a retiring disposition and he revolted against 
anything that might make it look like fie was doing publicity work for him­ 
self and 
that perhaps is 
the reason why he hasn’t been the outstanding 
figure In baseball. 
Ah the greatest batsman of all times and a home run hitter almost as 
good as Baile Ruth, Hornsby was always deprived of his proper place In 
popularity by the lock of color and showmanship. 
Crowds followed Babe Ruth in the street. 
They pointed him out as an 
institution when he appeared at. a theater, a supper club or as he sped by 
in ;i brightly colored roadster. 
The Babe sold himself to the public on the 
playing field and in private life. 
He didn’t do it intentionally but he was 
just built to he a showman. 
The most that the New York public ever saw of Hornsby -and there is 
no doubt that New York makes tile heroes—was a rather shy looking young 
man, sitting behind si palm in a corner of a hotel lobby or a flushed faced 
youngster ducking through the crowd as fast as he could for the elevated 
trains near the Bolo Grounds. 
"Looks to me like the St. Louis club is getting next to itself and is s ta rt­ 
ing to sell Hornsby to the public,” a prominent magnate said when he saw 
Sam Breaden, president of the Cardinals, taking his manager around and 
introducing him with all the pride of a parent. 
“ Hornsby at those two dinners made more friends in a few hours than he 
had in his entire career. 
H e’s not a natural showman but the club should 
have pushed him to tile front before this. 
He has one of the most winning 
personalities I ever have met and capital should have been made out of it 
for him. 
"There is a mistaken idea that a ball player has to become notorious to 
attain prominence. 
A gentleman can make himself just as prominent as p. 
roughneck and he can make ti much more lasting Impression by being a 
recognized gentleman.” 
Hornsby made a great hit with everyone who talked to him and a p ­ 
parently he enjoyed it. 
His boss certainly enjoyed it and told his friends— 
" I ’m going to take the Rajah around a lot with me.”
